Committee Staff:  “. . . You mentioned your report 
would be ready in September.  Any update for us?” 

September 24, 2012 
“Field work for this audit is still on 
going.” 



December 18, 2012: 
Committee Staff: “Any update on this?” 

December 20, 2012 
“Sorry for the delayed response.  I was 
studying for a final . . . We will be able to 
offer a substantive briefing, i.e., the facts, 
findings, recommendations, and 
outcomes by March.” 



February 22, 2013 
TIGTA:  “We are leaving no stone unturned. . . we 
won’t be able to provide a detailed, substantive 
briefing until late April/early May.” 

February 20, 2013 
Committee Staff:  “Just wanted to check on the progress on this 
– are you at a point where you can schedule the briefing?” 

February 22, 2013 
Committee Staff:  “Frankly, it is disappointing and frustrating 
that it is taking this long.” 



April 11, 2013 
TIGTA: “I will get back to you.” 

April 11, 2013 
Committee Staff: “Any update on 
this?” 



May 8, 2013 
Committee Staff: “Can we go ahead 
and schedule a briefing?” 

May 9, 2013 
TIGTA: “I will get back to you.” 



May 10, 2013: 
Committee Staff:  “The fact that this information is 
now public and we have not been briefed despite 
my repeated requests over so many months is 
completely unacceptable.” 

May 10, 2013 
TIGTA:  “The IRS issued a press statement 
without our knowledge, consent, or even 
advance notice.”
